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It Won't BeLausche 
It had been surmised that Governor Frank J. 
Lausche wouldn’t be a candidate for the Demo­ 
cratic senatorial nomination in 1950, 
He has 
made his position clear in a telegram to an of­ 
ficial of the A. F. L. United Automobile Work ers 
union—not to be confused with the C. I. O. union 
in the auto industry: “To put all conjecture at 
rest, I will not be a candidate for the U. S. 
senate.” 
This leaves the field open to an indetermin­ 
ate number of other potential candidates, none 
of whom can hold a candle to the governor as 
a vote-getter. In fact, none of them can hold 
a match at this time, though it remains to be 
seen what k ind of a campaign can be developed 
by labor leaders look ing for someone willing to 
run against Senator Taft. They plan to invade 
Ohio next year with such funds and the best 
mud-slinging equipment that money can buy. 
Their search has been made no easier by Go­ 
vernor Lausche’s unequivocal position, because 
it shows which way the wind is blowing—and 
the direction is contrary to the anti-Taft strategy 
of the labor unions. They can infer from the 
governor’s attitude that as Ohio’s No. 1 Demo­ 
crat he isn’t interested in playing their game; 
that he may head the Ohio Democratic tick et 
as a candidate for governor but isn’t going to 
head the anti-Taft drive of the people trying to 
tak e over the Democratic party. They’ll have 
to find anothe- boy for that job.. 
Whoever the candidate m |y be, he’s going to 
have his work cut out for him in the campaign. 
He will be in the race with more strings attached 
to him than a doll in a puppet show. Though 
he nominally will be the candidate of the Demo­ 
cratic party, he actually will be the candidate 
of the labor unions which are tak ing over the 
party in Ohio and elsewhere. Perhaps Governor 
Lausche, in turning down that k ind of 
a pro­ 
position, merely was remembering what Ohio 
Democrats learned long ago —that he’s 
a hard 
man to tie down. He and the men leading the 
anti-Taft crusade wouldn’t have hit it off. They 
want someone they can boss. That’s why they 
hate Senator Taft. It’s why they’d soon be hat- 
* ihg Frank J. Lausche. There’s no room, in their 
k ind of politics for politicians who do their own 
think ing.

; 
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Pearl Theory In Business 
Business prospectors are predicting a gold 
rush of reaction from the latest disturbance to 
the production and distribution of steel. Busi­ 
ness, they believe, will be stimulated by the rush 
to mak e up ground lost through interruptions 
of steel supplies. 
This is the pearl theory of economics—the 
theory that believes wealth comes from irrita­ 
tion. Under the pearl theory, business is “good” 
whenever there is a war, the greatest of all econo­ 
mic dislocations. The same theory has a perverse 
application in behavior of the stock mark et, 
which reacts just about as favorably to bad news 
as good news. 
Natural pearls, as every school child k nows, 
are produced when a foreign substance becomes 
lodged in an oyster, setting up an irritation which 
causes the oyster to produce something of value 
by a process of instinct. Pearls also are produced 
artificially by implanting foreign substances in 
oysters. 
How long it may be until economic planners 
are tempted to set up artificial irritations to 
produce pearls is guesswork , but certainly it 
won’t be much longer. The obvious way to mak e 
a graph of business activity show a sharp rise 
is to cause it to show a sharp decline first. The 
whole thing’s as simple as hitting oneself on the 
head with a hammer because it feels good when 
you stop, which is about as profound as the 


current crop of economic planners can be ex­ 
pected to get in their quest of fool-proof pros­ 
perity. They are, after all, the same geniuses 
who contend that the way to mak e things hum 
is to go deeper into debt. 


The Ghost Of OPA 
It now appears that the rumor of a coffee 
bean shortage, which has had coffee addicts star­ 
ing nervously into the bottom of their second 
cup at break fast, originated outside Brazil, where 
most of the coffee comes from. There’s a strong 
suspicion that speculators in coffee future may 
have remembered how buying hysteria work ed 
during OPA. 
One morning a housewife would hear about 
an impending shortage of coffee. Tfiat afternoon 
she would buy an extra pound of coffee at the 
mark et. A week later, the supermark et would 
be out of coffee and people would be using coffee 
to curry favors. ■ A technique of consumer hys­ 
teria was developed which could produce a short­ 
age of anything under the sun within a week ’s 
time. 
The latest word is that there’s no imminent 
shortage of coffee. But great hoards of coffee 
have been bought up by hysterical consumers. 
Prices have been forced up, which suits the 
speculators. What work ed during OPA is still 
good. The best way to mak e consumers buy more 
is to threaten a shortage. Even the government 
might learn something from this—such as the 
rumor that there’s going to be a shortage of wheat.

TWENTY-FIVE YEARS AGO —Emma Gold­ 
man, famous anarchist who was deported from 
the United States to Russia in 1920 as an undesir­ 
able, has been permanently barred from the United 
States.

carries with it the danger that 
the condition may become chron­ 
ic and that the liver will be per­ 
manently damaged. 
Begins with Fev er 
Many suggestions, both as to 
recognition of this form of* hep 
atitis and its treatment, can be 
gained from a recent study of a 
group of patients who showed no 
signs of jaundice. In practically 
all of these cases, the condition 
began with fever. Many patients 
had headache in the front part of 
the head or around the eyes. 
Loss of appetite and a feeling of 
fullness in the abdomen were 
present in all cases. There was 
soreness and a dull, aching sen­ 
sation in the abdomen, and often, 
actual pain under the edge of the 
ribs on the right side. 
Excessive gas formation and 
enlargement of the lymph glands 
in the neck and in other parts of 
the body are other symptoms 
which showed up in some pa­ 
tients. There also seemed to be 
some enlargement of the liver. 
Tests of the liver action showed 
that, in these cases, the function 
of the liver was impaired, that is, 
that the liver was not carrying 
out its action properly. 
Bed Rest Required 
In treating these patients, bed 
rest was required. 
Getting out 
of bed too early made the symp­ 
toms worse.

British People Honor American Woman Who 


Hasn't Stopped Giving for 34 Years

LONDON—(NEA) — The big 
silv er cu p on Mrs. Warren Pearl's 
desk in London bears the simple 
legend: "To a great American— 
from the British People.” 
It was presented the 
wiu te- 
hairea, gentie-iaced 
woman as 
hign tnou te to a foreigner by 
Roy al Princess Marie lou ise— 
triou te for generosity that began 
in laid ana will go on, Mrs. 
P ean say s, "ev en wnen they hav e 
to wheel me arou nd in a balli* 
chair.” 
Her generosity is not confined 
to Engiana alone. Now 69, Mrs. 
Pean was doing chanty wont rn 
the slu ms of New York beiore 
sne was 20. 
Today sne is connected with 
more than 240 charitable organ­ 
izations, aDou t IOO of them in tne 
U. S. Friends estimate the money 
sne has spent on tne needy ru ns 
into the millions, althou gh jniy 
she and her bank manager know 
the ex act figu re. And 
she has 
helped raise millions more. 
In 1915, Mrs. Pearl and her hu s­ 
band, a one-time U. S. embassy 
official in London, were on the 
Lu sitania when it was torpedoed. 
Two sons were lost in the disas­ 
ter, and she came back to Eng­ 
land determined to dedicate her 
time and money to needy chil­ 
dren. Althou gh she had planned 
to stay only 
fiv e 
y ears, 
Mrs. 
Pearl has been in England ev er 
since, ex cept for annu al v isits 
to N4w York. 
"I am lu cky ,” she say s. "I was 
born with money and a social po­ 
sition. Bu t ev er since that fate­

Changes in enlistment p hy sical 
and mental q u alifications and a 
p ay raise are now in effect, ac­ 
cording to M/Sgt. Archie Hat­ 
field, local Army and Air Force 
recru iting officer. 
A score of 9 0 is req u ired in the 
General Classification Test for 
enlistment in the Army . Phy si­ 
cal p rofiles A and B are neces­ 
sary for enlistment since the first 
of the month. 
Earlier a test score of 80 and 
p rofiles A, B and C were accep t­ 
able. The Army offers two, three, 
fou r, fiv e and six -y ear enlist­ 
ments. 
The GCT score for the Air 
Force has been raised from 9 0 to 
100, with a minimu m enlistment 
of fou r y ears. 
This ap p lies to 
former Army , Nav y , Marine and 
Coast Gu ard p ersonnel, as well 
as those withou t military serv ­ 
ice. 
Since airmen who do not en­ 
list within 30 day s of discharge 
are treated as original enlistees, 
the new ru ling ap p lied to them 
also. The only ex cep tions are 
those discharged p rior to Sep t. 1 
of this y ear. They hav e 9 0 day s 
in which to re-enlist for three to 
six y ears u nder the former sy s­ 
tem. 
The new ru ling p ermits 
fou r, fiv e and six -y ear enlist­ 
ments only .

O h io 's Senator Says 
President W ill Seek 


O k a y " Congress

WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 17 — 
President 
Truman’s 
domestic 
program is ’‘revolutionary ”, U. S. 
Senator Robert A. Taft (R.) of 
Ohio charges. 
In a report to his constituents 
the senator predicted Mr. Tru­ 
man intends in 1950 to ask for a 
congress which will “adopt the 
entire program, embracing 
all 
those price-fixing and other con­ 
trols which he himself referred 
to in 1947 as police state meth­ 
ods”. 
Mr. Taft listed these “revolu­ 
tionary ” methods urged by Mr. 
Truman: 
The power (in the Spence bill) 
to fix wages, control distribution 
and rationing, and “put the gov­ 
ernment into any business it de­ 
sires to enter”. 
Control Of Farmers 
Complete power (in the Bran- 
nan plan) to impose production 
controls on farmers, “telling them 
how many acres they can raise, 
how many hogs they can sell, 
how many beef cattle they can 
feed, how many chickens they 
can keep.” 
The power to guarantee every 
man a job. 
Mr. Taft declared the latter 
could be done only if the gov­ 
ernment were given the power 
to “tell every man what job he 
shall take and at what wage.” 
‘These three 
measures,” 
he 
said, “would give complete con­ 
trol of industry , commerce, agri­ 
culture and labor.” 
Mr. Taft continued: 
“Certainly 
we 
want better 
health and medical help for all; 
certainly we want equal rights 
and equal opportunities; certain­ 
ly we want fair prices for farm­ 
ers and consumers alike; certain­ 
ly we want to improve the con- 
¿tions of all working men and 
women. 
“But as a matter of fact, the 
free sy stem 
of America 
has 
brought the 
American people

closer to these goals than any 
other nation in the history of the 
world. 
“Why should we abandon 
a 
sy stem which has put the Am­ 
erican people ahead of every oth­ 
er people? If we can maintain 
liberty in this country and the 
methods we have pursued, there 
is no limit which cannot be sur­ 
passed by the American work 
man in the improvement of his 
standard of living.” 
The Truman program, Mr. Taft 
declared, can “only turn Amer­ 
ica back to stagnation and aus­ 
terity ”.

Of Food Ready 
For Holiday 


Turkey Day This 
Year Should Mean 
Big Meal, Cheaper 


By The Associated Press 
The harv est horn of plenty is 
ov erflowing with bumper sup­ 
plies of good foods this Thank s- 
giv ing%time. And with a few ex­ 
ceptions, prices are substantially 
lower than a year ago. 
Shoppers planning for the big 
feast day next week will find 
turk eys, cranberries, celery, and 
chestnuts for stuffing all plenti­ 
ful and cheaper. Vegetables are 
abundant ev erywhere. And mar­ 
k ets are groaning with other 
foods to round out the menu fol­ 
lowing bigger-than-av erage crops 
of apples, grapes, pears, raisins, 
almonds, walnuts, filberts and 
pecans. 
This year there are ev en fresh 
strawberries and raspberries from 


California, av ailable later in the 
season than usual in many stores 
across the nation. Honeydew and 
casaba melons, too. 
The turk ey crop is 29 per cent 
bigger this year than last, when 
retail prices reached an all-time 
high. Those high prices, com­ 
bined with much lower costs for 
feed earlier this year, led farmers 
to boost their gobbler production 
considerably for the current rea­ 
son. 
The total is expected to 
reach 
41,000,000 
birds—second 
biggest turk ey crop on record. 
A surv ey of sev eral major cities 
shows retail prices for turk eys in 
the family sized weights—around 
15 pounds—selling this week at 
an av erage range of 59 to 63 
cents a pound. That’s about 15 
cents a pound cheaper than last 
year. 
Bigger turk eys av erage 
around 54 cents. * 
Local mark eting conditions and 
costs, and the manner in which 
the holiday birds are dressed for 
selling, may cause v ariations of 
sev eral cents a pound from the 
ov erall av erage, of course. 
Cranberries, 
about 
one-fifth 
more plentiful than in an av erage 
year, were retailing at 19 to 23 
cents a pound this week , or about 
six cents below last year.

senio rity rules and canvassed its 
far-flung perso nnel in an elabo ­ 
rate screening pro cess. 
Out o f this careful weighing o f 
talent came the members o f the 
p resent team—Jack Hilto n, To m 
Do dso n, Ro ys Jo nes and Simo n 
Justman. This q uartet—average 
age 35—was lifted fro m o bscurity 
in the CAA ranks and handed 
o ne o f the to ughest assignments 
in aviatio n histo ry.

He 
shipped as a cabin bo y abo ard a 
pig iro n freighter bo u nd fro m 
Perth Ambo y , N J., to Pro v i­ 
dence, R. I. Charley go t as far 
as Lo ng Island bu t had to leav e 
the ship becau se o f sev ere sea­ 
sickness. 
So , fo r the last 50 y ears, Char­ 
ley has wo rked as a po rter o n the 
Cu narr White Star liner’s piers 
at 14th street, Manhattan. He has 
helped the wealthy and famo u s 
bo ard ships fro m faraway places. 
Bu t Bro wn, himself, hasn’t sailed 
farther than Staten island. 
No w 6 6 , gray ing and slightly 
sto o ped, he still ho pes to cro ss 
the o cean. 
Take Trip 
“In a few y ears I’ll retire,” he 
say s, “and go to England. I’ll go 
o n the Qu een Elizabeth and may ­ 
be I wo n’t get sick.” 
The glamo r traffic in o cean 
trav el has mo v ed u p to wn to the 
do cks where the Qu een Mary and 
Qu een Elizabeths berth. 
Bu t 
Bro wn has his o wn sto ckpile o f 
memo ries fro m the day s when 
the mo st elegant sea trav elers 
sailed fro m his piers. 
He remembers the lo ng-go wned 
ladies and to p-hatted men who 
dro v e to the do cks in hanso m 
cabs and the brilliant champagne 
dinners at the midnight o f sail­ 
ing. 
He recalls that William Jen­ 
nings Bry an tipped him with 
a silv er do llar and Mrs. Bro wn 
no w wears the co in as a pin to 
pro v e it. He remembers that J. 
P. Mo rgan’s secretary was al­ 
way s go o d fo r a $5 tip and that 
the financier smo ked lo ng black 
cigars and u sed the lo wer gang­ 
way to slip abo ard u nno ticed. 
Bro wn carried bags fo r the 
Vanderbilts, Asto rs, Go u lds and 
“the titled fo lks.” He o nce pu shed 


Franklin D. Ro o sev elt abo ard in 
his wheel chair when the latter 
was go v erno r o f New Yo rk. He re­ 
members 
that 
Ro o sev elt 
and 
Winsto n Chu rchill, who se bags 
he handled many times, were “al­ 
way s smiling. ” 
There was o nce a featherweight 
champio n named Geo rge Dix o n 
who sailed fo r a fight in Ireland 
in first class sty le. Go ing, he 
tipped Bro wn,$5. In Ireland he 
lo st the fight and came back 
bro ke. 
Tipped A Q u arter 
“Bu t he still tipped me a qu ar­ 
ter when he go t back,” Bro wn 
say s. “I’ll nev er fo rget it.” 
Bro wn’s fav o rite ship was the 
Lu sitania, which was to rpedo ed 
in 19 15. 
“The captain—Captain Do w, 
I think it was—was alway s wo n­ 
derfu l to me,” Bro wn say s. He’d 
call me Jack Jo hnso n and ev en 
tho u gh he was all do ne u p in 
go ld braid he liked to jo ke with 
me an we’d squ are o ff fo r a few 
pretended pu nches.” 
Bro wn remembers when the 
su rv iv o rs o f the Titanic came in 
abro ad the Carpathia in 19 32. 
“The do ck,” he say s, “was fu ll 
o f ambu lances that night. And 
relativ es ev ery where asking fo r 
their peo ple. It was pitifu l.” 
At the end o f each wo rking 
day , Bro wn bo ards a tram fo r 
Sparkill, N. Y., where he and his 
wife raise chickens. 
“Bu t so me day so o n,” ’he saws, 
“I wo n’t get o n that train. My 
wife will meet me here and we’ll 
sail o ff o u rselv es.”
